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The Drought Last Time 

An epic dry spell 150 years ago led to the creation of Orange County— 

and the water problems we face today

R ain finally hit Southern Cali¬ 
fornia earlier this week—flash 
floods in the Inland Empire, 
downpours in Long Beach, 
0.001 of an inch in Fullerton. It inspired 
reams of social-media snark in our 
parched region, bitter humor to make 
sense of a historic drought that has gone 
on for three years now with no signs of 
deliverance in the near or far future. 

Meteorologists keep telling us we’re 
suffering the worst dry spell on record, 
and they’re right in a sense—data with the 
Western Regional Climate Center, Cali¬ 
fornia’s official tracker of weather figures, 
goes back only to 1895. But in the annals 
of Southern California exist detailed 
accounts of an even-harsher drought 
that fundamentally changed the region: 
a two-year debacle that hit its driest days 
150 years ago, in what a rancher of the era 
described as “perfect devastation.” 

Orange County as we know it exists 
because of the Great Drought of 1864. 

It wrecked Southern California’s cattle 
industry, then one of the largest in 
the world and the heart of the area’s 
economy, and forced ranchers to unload 
their land at fire-sale rates. Develop¬ 
ers swooped in and divided their newly 
acquired properties into lots that evolved 
into the cities of today. Those settlements, 
in turn, drew in Americans who pushed 
out the state’s original Californio families. 
Enough people came to make Orange 
County’s secession from Los Angeles 
County in 1889 a natural. And those resi¬ 
dents transformed pastoral OC into a sub¬ 
urban paradise that brought us national 
acclaim—and also sowed the seeds for our 
current water crisis. 

Envisioning the Southern California of 
those days is almost impossible. The 1860 
U.S. Census estimated that only about 
7,000 people lived in all of Los Angeles 
County. Towns barely numbered in the 
double figures, so cattle barons had the 
run of hills and meadows, letting their 
ganado roam freely from San Clemente to 
the Tejon pass and most of modern-day 
Los Angeles. American observers of the 
time romanticized this era as a simpler, 
carefree time—but disasters would soon 
destroy everything. 

No one expected a drought when 
it began in the early months of 1863. 
Southern California had just passed 
through two years of punishing floods, 
deluges that nearly wiped out Anaheim 
and left most of OC a shallow lake for 
weeks. Hundreds of thousands of cattle 
had drowned; smallpox epidemics put 


everyone on edge. Such troubles further 
strained the finances of Californio ranch¬ 
ers, just 15 years removed from the Mex- 
ican-American War and long embroiled 
in court battles against developers and 
judges who didn’t accept the validity of 
their Mexican land grants. 

The rains at least left behind verdant 
grasslands that allowed the ranchers to 
rebound, although the glut of cows and 
steer made prices for meat and hides 


drop dramatically. But by the spring of 
1863, the Californios knew something was 
about to go terribly wrong. “It is the opin¬ 
ion of the rancheros that we shall have 
the worst year known for a long time,” 
wrote an American businessman who 
lived in the area. “We have had very warm 
weather, and what little grass we had is 
all dry and burnt.... There is absolutely 
no grass, and it is the opinion of the ranch 
men [that] the cattle will commence dying 
within a month.” 

Southern California’s economy soon 
buckled. Lands were left fallow because 
there was no water for crops, drastically 
increasing the cost of produce. The Santa 
Ana, San Gabriel and Los Angeles rivers 
were reduced to gulches; their tributaries 
virtually evaporated. Ranchers took out 
loans or mortgaged land to stay afloat. 


Desperate cattlemen started selling live¬ 
stock at bargain prices—$2 per head was 
on the high end of the scale—or left the 
state altogether with their herds. Even 
this proved too costly; ranchers were 
reduced to slaughtering tens of thousands 
of cattle solely for their hides and horns, 
until even that wasn’t profitable. 

And still, the rain didn’t come. 

“The weather is now unusually warm,” 
according to the Los Angeles Star in

January 1864, “assuming in the day time, 
a temperature almost that of summer 
heat, withering every remnant of vegeta¬ 
tion and leaving not a green spot on the 
whole plain.” 

Hope appeared in February 1864 in the 
form of a couple of cloudbursts, leading 
a newspaper editor to proclaim, “At last, 
through hope and fears, and smile and 
tears, we have evidence... that God has 
not forgotten us in our needs.” But those 
showers were followed by dust storms 
and Santa Ana-like winds that, a histo¬ 
rian would write decades later in biblical 
tones, made it so that “the earth once 
more became iron and the sky brass.” 

The drought’s effects were ghastly 
and visible to all. “Thousands of car¬ 
casses strew the plains in all directions,” 
reported the Los Angeles-based Southern 


News, “and the sight is harrowing in the 
extreme.... Famine has done its work, 
and nothing can now save what few cattle 
remain on the [Southern] California 
ranches.” Census figures showed that 
the population of cattle in Los Angeles 
County went from 70,000 in 1860 to about 
20,000 by 1870. 

With no income, the pioneering Cali¬ 
fornio families of Orange County and the 
few Americans who lived here before the 
Mexican-American War were forced to 
sell their ranches en masse. Pio Pico, the 
last Mexican governor of California, ceded 
control of his Rancho Santa Margarita y 
Las Flores (nowadays Camp Pendleton, 
San Onofre and slivers of South County), 
to brother-in-law Juan Forster. In west¬ 
ern Orange County, Abel Stearns was 
forced to give up almost all of his ranchos 
to a trust that subsequently turned the 
property into Los Alamitos, Seal Beach 
and Westminster. In the canyons, Wil¬ 
liam Wolfskill sold his Rancho Las Lomas 
de Santiago to investors, who in turn 
brought in James Irvine; he subsequently 
gained control of Rancho Santiago de 
Santa Ana and Rancho San Joaquin from 
other Californios and created the Irvine 
Ranch. Lawsuits against almost all the 
other remaining, financially weakened OC 
Californios picked off their holdings, like 
vultures feasting on carrion. 

Those few local Californios who did 
weather the drought—Jose Antonio 
Serrano, Jose Sepulveda, the Yorba and 
Ontiveros families—now faced a new 
economy in which cattle was no lon¬ 
ger king. They sold off their ranches to 
investors, and the opening of Orange 
County for agriculture and development 
commenced in earnest. To sustain that, 
though, Southern California’s lords began 
looking toward the Sierra Nevadas and 
the Colorado River for our water instead 
of working with the region’s natural, 
sparse precipitation patterns. 

“Never before or since has [Southern 
California] suffered as it suffered during 
those dry years,” wrote Robert Glass Cle- 
land in his seminal 1941 study, The Cattle 
On a Thousand Hills: Southern California, 
1850-1880. “But out of the land’s misfor¬ 
tunes came a major economic revolution 
and a new Southern California.” 

And here we are—again in drought.

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nthony Calabrese suffered no vision prob¬ 
lems and wasn’t a moron in September 
2012, but the 23-year-old college student 
couldn’t have known he had just seen a 
mirage inside the Orange County Jail (OC J). Only a 
madman would think law-enforcement officers had 
staged an elaborate, multihour, multipronged con 
game aimed at prompting him—one of 6,000 local 
detainees—to inadvertently forfeit his constitutional 
right to not self-incriminate. But Anaheim police 
detectives and sheriff’s deputies anxious to solve a 
March 2007, drive-by murder indeed targeted Cal¬ 
abrese, whom they suspected of Barrio Small Town 
gang membership, for trickery. 

The notorious Mexican Mafia ruthlessly reigns over 
all major Latino gangs in Southern California and, 
according to law-enforcement officials, maintains a 
no-drive-by shootings policy; any affiliate who violates 
it without their permission suffers severe repercus¬ 
sions. Because deputies believed Calabrese might have 


violated the no-drive-by policy when he allegedly 
killed rival Citron Street gangster Armando Hernan¬ 
dez, and because a recovered “green light list”—a gang 
document detailing the identities of individuals to be 
attacked on sight—included Calabrese’s name, they 
placed him in protective custody. Calabrese’s housing 
location away from the general inmate population 
also—not accidentally—gave officers an easier forum 
to employ their secret weapon: a pair of ratas. 

Numerous agencies—Los Angeles County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department (LASD), Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department (OCSD), Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement agency (ICE), as well as police depart¬ 
ments in Anaheim, Long Beach, Placentia, Fullerton, 
Whittier and Buena Park—had quietly used two, 
high-ranking, Mexican Mafia career criminals as 
informants for more than half a decade. Behind 
the scenes in law-enforcement circles, 39-year-old 
Raymond Cuevas and 35-year-old Jose Paredes are 
legendary, colorful characters. The convicted felons’ 


histories of violent depravity haven’t prevented them 
from bonding with cops, who’ve consummated the 
friendships by giving personal gifts and awarding 
substantial jail perks, from sofas in comfy jail cells to 
DVD players and almost limitless Taco Bell runs. 

In the midst of becoming one of the most prolific 
tipster teams in the annals of OC criminal history, 
Cuevas and Paredes took on an unwitting Calabrese. 
The target didn’t see two-faced rats seeking to 
lure incriminating statements, but rather tattooed 
dudes who looked and acted as unrepentant, hard¬ 
core cholos. Calabrese certainly didn’t know police 
briefed Cuevas and Paredes about details prosecutors 
wanted elicited for a conviction. 

By law, informant operations cannot include 
inducements—including threats involving violence or 
participation in drug deals—to win confessions. In a 
key, 1991 U.S. Supreme Court cas e, Arizona v. Fulmi- 
nante, a paid FBI informant posing as an organized-

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crime figure offered the government’s tar¬ 
get protection from looming jail violence if 
he openly discussed his case. Prosecutors 
filed charges based on the informant’s 
work and won. But the high court’s jus¬ 
tices declared the informant improperly 
obtained the confession, an error requiring 
reversal of the conviction. 

Despite the ban on such coercion, 
deputies placed Cuevas in the protective- 
custody area with Calabrese so that the 
wire-wearing snitch could offer a powerful 
inducement: Confess to me, and I’ll get you 
taken off the “green light” list. Additional 
characters participated in the produc¬ 
tion; Paredes and an undercover cop later 
reiterated the promise to Calabrese during 
a meeting inside the county jail’s clandes¬ 
tinely monitored inmate-visitor section. 

Deputy District Attorney Janine L. 
Madera argued during 2014 hearings that 
Calabrese’s rights—along with those of 
three other defendants in the case—hadn’t 
been violated because the informants didn’t 
say they would inflict pain on the target if 
he failed to confess. That point is appar¬ 
ently muddy because, as Calabrese defense 
attorney Douglas Myers noted in court, 
chunks of the informants’ audio recordings 
are indecipherable. Nevertheless, Superior 
Court Judge Jonathan Fish, a former pros¬ 
ecutor, sided with the prosecution, and the 
controversial case remains pending. 

But it’s not just the Calabrese matter rais¬ 
ing questions about Cuevas and Paredes 
and the legitimacy of more than 200 secret 
operations in Orange and Los Angeles coun¬ 
ties since 2009. In league with police and 
malleable judges, prosecutors say they*ve 
shielded key records and evidence from 
defense attorneys, not to mask corruption 
and slyly bolster conviction rates, but rather 
to protect the lives of these stool pigeons. 

Though declared with all the sincer¬ 
ity prosecutors can muster, the excuse is 
laughably bogus. Law-enforcement and 
court records indicate Mexican Mafia 
bosses have known the informants’ identi¬ 
ties for at least three years. The California 
Court of Appeals just issued a ruling 
identifying Paredes and Cuevas by name 
and reversing a conviction won by LA 
prosecutors based on the work of these 
star snitches. Defense attorneys are now 
declaring war on Orange County district 
attorney’s (OCDA) office prosecutors and 
their reliance on the tattling twosome. 

fis no secret how the Los Angeles- 
born Cuevas succeeded in the 
criminal underworld. Though 
he has noticeable tics—a squeaky 
voice, constant sniffles and hand rubbing— 
he possesses charisma, street smarts and 
chameleon-like skills. He joined West Side 
Rebels Trece, a Mexican Mafia subsidiary 
that historically claimed West Hollywood, 
as a runaway at the age of 9; it took “Pup¬ 
pet”—his gang moniker—two years to land 


in juvenile hall. The drug dealer and car 
thief celebrated entry into adulthood with a 
stint in LA County Jail when he turned 18. 
One of Cuevas’ arms has a “Big 13” tattoo, 
the other a Mayan 13 symbol; his left hand 
carries an Aztec symbol meaning “Thirst 
for blood.” His rap sheet includes four 
armed robberies, and he has been sent to 
prison on six occasions. 

Cuevas’ gang credentials allowed him 
to serve as the top shot caller inside the 
Mexican Mafia’s most profitable institution 
beginning in May 2009. During the four 
months he ran the LASD’s North County 
Correctional Facility (NCCF) in Castaic, he 
forced other Latino inmates to purchase 
narcotics, a scheme that produced $60,000 


for 53-year-old gang leader Darryl Baca— 
a.k.a. “Night Owl,” a notorious Pelican Bay 
State Prison inmate. In court proceedings, 
Cuevas also left no doubt as to what happens 
to inmates who resisted his extortion plots. 

“If someone threatens your life and 
tells you, ‘Hey, sir, I’m going to stab you [if 
you don’t pay money],’ what’s your first 
instinct?” he testified in a November 2012 
attempted-murder trial in LA. “What are 
you going to do? 

“Regardless, after he pays [the extor¬ 
tion amount], he will still get stabbed,” 
Cuevas continued, noting that assaults— 
particularly with sharp, jail-concocted 
shanks—were necessary to create fear 
and maintain power. 

Cuevas is cocky, too: “Every time I land 
somewhere, I usually take it over.” And he 
celebrates warped ambition: “[A fellow 
gangster] stole one candy bar; I can steal 
two candy bars.” 

But unbeknownst to the Mexican 
Mafia, Cuevas eventually became an infor¬ 
mant for LASD. In testimony inside an LA 
courthouse, he explained he abandoned 
the gang and accepted the validity of Cali¬ 
fornia’s criminal laws for noble reasons. 

“I mean, it’s the right thing,” he said in 
July 2011. 

Never mind that at the time of his conver¬ 
sion to righteousness, he faced California’s 
Three Strikes Law and a sentence of life 


in prison as a dangerous career criminal. 
Snitching didn’t just save him from a horri¬ 
ble plight. The LASD helped to place Cuevas 
on the path to becoming one of the state’s 
most lucratively paid informants, winning a 
rate, though shrouded in mystery, that could 
be as high as $600 per hour, tax-free. 

His future partner, Paredes, joined La 
Mirada Locos in Hollywood in 1993 at age 
14, taking the gang moniker “Bouncer.” 
Four years later, he earned the first of 
many state prison trips for committing 
an assault with a deadly weapon (a gun) 
after winning a plea deal that reduced 
his original charge: conspiracy to commit 
murder. Most of his adult life has been 
spent flip-flopping between county jails 


and penitentiaries (including Folsom State 
Prison) with rare moments of freedom 
that ended in crimes, perpetuating the 
cycle five times. His chest tattoos include 
“SUR” and an Aztec warrior shield. 

“It symbolizes putting in the work [for] 
the Mexican Mafia,” testified Paredes, 
who explained that only “a soldier in 
the Mexican Mafia” who has commit¬ 
ted violence to enhance the gang’s clout 
is allowed to wear the symbol. “It has to 
be earned—stabbing inmates, stalking 
inmates, anything that comes up.” 

Asked in court to quantify the number 
of assaults and murders he has commit¬ 
ted, he agreed to an answer: “Many.” But, 
like his pal Cuevas, he also saw the light: 
having collected seven felony strikes and 
facing a life-in-prison punishment in 
2010, he became the chief snitch for LASD 
deputy Francis Hardiman. 

“I was tired of the game,” explained Pare¬ 
des, who continued to commit crimes after 
becoming an informant and declaring for a 
jury a new personal motto: “Tell the truth.” 

ourt testimony and records law- 
enforcement officials are willing 
to share about the informants’ 
work don’t match, but it seems 
Cuevas and Paredes began their lives as 
snitches independently working jails in Los 
Angeles County. A February 2011 article in 


the Whittier Daily News on a preliminary 
hearing about a restaurant massacre of 
Mongols gang members publicly exposed 
Cuevas as an informant against the Mexican 
Mafia. Within months, the two gangsters’ 
workload shifted to Orange County, where 
the idea of using them as a team originated 
among local law enforcement who had 
heard of the success their colleagues in LA 
found with the pair. The employment of 
informants is, of course, a legitimate police 
tool, and the duo’s reports have led to the 
convictions of multiple defendants. 

The reason for their success isn’t a mys¬ 
tery: Cuevas and Paredes play their roles 
with ease. For example, inside the Anaheim 
Police Detention Facility in February 2013, 
officers set the pair up with a recording 
device in a cell. Then they placed a 23-year- 
old suspect in an ongoing 2011 murder 
probe with the informants, left the three 
men alone and listened surreptitiously. 

In the moments before the target 
entered the cell, Cuevas had recorded 
himself using the toilet, accused a nearby 
police officer of wearing “gay shoes,” told 
Paredes he has “a small dick” and pro¬ 
claimed, “Operation Sucker Takedown.” 

“Anaconda!” Paredes replied. 

A humored Cuevas corrected himself. 
“Operation Anaconda Sucker Takedown!” 

Cuevas and Paredes have perfected a 
routine out of The Sting. They pretend 
they’ve been arrested, complain about the 
police, cuss repeatedly, showcase intimate 
knowledge of Southern California gang 
life and members, and wonder aloud about 
forensic capabilities. Then comes the 
confidence game: They talk openly about 
the details of their fake crimes as a way to 
signal the target can trust them. Along the 
way, Cuevas and Paredes alternately shift 
between pretending to not care about the 
target’s situation and acting as if they sym¬ 
pathize with him. Once the target’s guard 
is down, they’ll ask him to concoct an alibi 
with their aid. Or, in hushed voices, they’ll 
seek a confession. If the target isn’t coop¬ 
erative, they’ll add pressure by supplying 
false inflammatory information, commonly 
claiming they’d overheard cops talking 
about having an eyewitness against him. At 
times, impatient cops who have been moni¬ 
toring discussions will go to the cell, make 
a provocative statement tying the target to 
a suspected crime and leave in hopes the 
informants can capitalize on the prompting. 

The informants’ stunts with police and 
deputies extend to work outside of police 
facilities. For example, if Cuevas and Pare¬ 
des can’t obtain a confession while inside 
a cell, cops have placed one or both of the 
informants in a police vehicle with a tar¬ 
get, then driven them to OC J. When they 
arrive, the driving officer pretends there’s 
a malfunction, either with jail computers 
or the gate. He complains angrily about 
the situation to add legitimacy to the ruse 
and exits the vehicle, leaving the wire- 
wearing informant with the fooled target. 

But the transportation scheme has 
involved illegal inducements. According to 
law-enforcement evidence obtained by the 
Weekly, a Buena Park Police Department

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cop placed Cuevas in a vehicle with a 2012 
target and drove them to OCSD headquar¬ 
ters in Santa Ana. 

“Okay, they are having problems with 
the fucking gate,” the disingenuously 
aggravated officer lied as he left the vehi¬ 
cle. “It’s going to be a few minutes. Don’t 
act stupid. I ain’t got time for this shit.” 

Cuevas went to work, trying to lure the 
target into talking, but the 23-year-old 
man was either suspicious or not a loqua¬ 
cious person. Instead of taking the bait, 
he responded mostly with “Uh-huh” or 
“no” or head nods, almost always resisting 
uttering full sentences. He certainly wasn’t 
confessing to any crime. The cop periodi¬ 
cally returned to the vehicle, received a 
pre-arranged signal from the informant 
that the mission hadn’t been successful 
and left again—a sequence that occurred 
several times over a half-hour period.

Frustrated, Cuevas promised to include 
the target in a lucrative, illegal drug deal. 

“I’m goingto bail out,” he said. “You 
want this dope? It’s hot, fool. I’ll hook up 
a P.O. box in Anaheim. You send all the 
money over there. Anybody who doesn’t 
pay on time, you make sure to double up 
on them. It’s a lot of money, fool. You going 
to be able to handle it? Send me 80 percent 
of what you make, and you keep the rest 
for yourself. Basically, this is free dope [for 
you]. You should be able to make a lot of 
fucking money. You know how to sell that 
shit, right?” 

The target mumbled inaudibly. More 
than a minute of silence ensued before 
Cuevas resumed his inducement, saying, 
“It will be fucking ‘Ching! Ching! Ching!”’ 

It’s not known what happened next, but 
charges remain against the mark. 

Cuevas and Paredes kept ringing up 
wins for OC prosecutors. Meanwhile, 
local defense lawyers began to suspect 
there was a nefarious reason prosecutors 
blocked them from knowing if Cuevas and 
Paredes—whose work is often clouded 
in partly inaudible or missing record¬ 
ings—have cheated. Seeking such details 


is a legitimate way to hold police account¬ 
able by testing the veracity of government 
witnesses. But authorities also foil those 
efforts by handing over relevant data years 
late—even after trials and defendants are 
in prison, absurdly redacting records, hid¬ 
ing entire documents and giving defense 
lawyers conflicting, incomplete discovery. 

Defense attorneys eventually found 
their opening to attack the OCDA and 
blemish the sterling reputations of Cuevas 
and Paredes: a case dating back to their 
LA days that started with two shankings. 

nside NCCF in 2009, a vicious 
Mexican Mafia power struggle 
over drug profits developed 
between “Night Owl” Baca and 
rival Lalo Martinez while both gangsters 
served sentences elsewhere. Felix Vega rep¬ 
resented Martinez in the facility, while Baca 
won allegiance from Cuevas, who did as he 
pleased under the watch of sheriff’s depu¬ 
ties who looked away while Cuevas contin¬ 
ued his criminal ways. But that August, two 
of Vega’s soldiers caught Cuevas off-guard 
in a jail dorm and used razor blades to tear 
bloody, gaping holes in his scalp, neck and 
back. Though he lost control of NCCF, Cue¬ 
vas survived the attack with scars. 

Free from custody in October 2009, 
Cuevas—still a secret but highly active 
informant—received permission from 
Baca, his wife’s uncle, to “whack” Vega in 
retaliation. During a telephone call from 
loyal NCCF inmates, he gave the order to 
“take the wind” of Vega—prison lingo for 
kill—with shanks. Cuevas nowadays claims 
he held no animus against Vega and made 
the allegedly insincere declaration only 
to shield his informant role; afterward, 
he claimed in court testimony, he quickly 
alerted jail deputies to place Vega in pro¬ 
tective status from the scheduled hit. 

Three options explain what happened 
next: Either deputies didn’t get a call from 
Cuevas, they got the call but didn’t care 
about the situation, or they tacitly aided in 
the attack. 

Several weeks after Cuevas’ hit order, 
deputies still had not shielded Vega. In 
fact, officers who had been monitoring the 
war between Mexican Mafia factions in 
“Operation Safe Jails” moved him to Dorm 
826, an area with inmates loyal to Baca and 
Cuevas. On Nov. 27,2009, two gangsters 
launched a brutal, eight-minute attack that 
left their victim barely alive, needing nearly 
30 staples to reattach the flesh on his face 
and scalp. Deputies denied receiving the tip 
from Cuevas, but according to court records, 
these same deputies also waited to inspect 
jail phone recordings of Cuevas ordering the 
murder until after the sheriff’s department 
“accidentally” destroyed the information. 

Based on the LASD investigation, Los 
Angeles Deputy District Attorney Karen 
Brako in 2011 charged Daniel Nunez and 
Victor Guillen with the attempted murder of 
Vega. Who was the government’s star witness 
against the two men? Cuevas, who admits he 
relayed the kill order to his gangunderlings 
inside NCCF. However, he escaped charges. 

Brako’s case failed. Jurors voted 10-2 
to acquit Nunez and 9-3 to acquit Guillen. 


































After the trial, members of the citizens’ 
panel said they didn’t find the sheriff’s 
department investigation credible, accord¬ 
ing to court records. Nevertheless, the 
prosecutor took Nunez and Guillen to a 
second trial in 2012. But Brako faced a seri¬ 
ous predicament. She’d lost the first round 
while using only Cuevas. Her hand would 
be strengthened if deputy Hardiman—her 
lead detective in the attack—found an eye¬ 
witness for the second trial, and—voila!— 
he did: Paredes. 

The move was a gamble, however. Pare¬ 
des had worked as an informant for Hardi¬ 
man for at least three years; producing him 
for the second trial risked embarrassment: 
The deputy testified under oath at a March 
2011 hearing he’d never been able to find 
any eyewitnesses to the 2009 Vega attack. 

During the second trial, Omar Bakari, 
who represented Nunez, discovered a series 
of puzzling acts. Hardiman claimed he 
never thought to interview Paredes—who 
had been housed in Vega’s dorm—about the 
case; Paredes insisted he’d told his deputy 
handler no later than August 2011 in a 
recorded interview that he’d watched the 
attack; Hardiman maintained he’d never 
taken a single note about the potentially 
case-closing revelations until September 
2011; Brako knew she had a witness during 
the first trial but didn’t share the informa¬ 
tion with the defendants’ lawyers; and the 
sheriff’s department destroyed forensic 
evidence from the assault after defense 
lawyers requested to inspect it. 


Added Tracy Grayson, Guillen’s defense 
lawyer, “Every time there is a weakness 
in the case, Ms. Brako and Deputy Hardi¬ 
man go and get a paid informant to come 
and shore up the case. Credibility is this 
whole case.” 

During the retrial, Bowers—appointed to 
the bench in 1993 by then-Governor Pete 
Wilson—fretted about not wanting to harm 
the government’s position, limited defense 
lawyers from questioning Hardiman about 
his inconsistencies, adopted Cuevas’ self- 
serving version that he had no responsibil¬ 
ity for relaying the hit order on Vega, ruled 
that deputies destroying evidence in the 
case was almost irrelevant, and allowed 
Brako to present a major argument to the 
jury when Grayson wasn’t in the court¬ 
house to make objections. 

Following those problematic events, the 
second jury—whose members were blocked 
from learning critical information about 
weaknesses in the government’s case—con¬ 
victed Nunez and Guillen. Yet, celebrations 
by law enforcement were premature; three 
appellate justices studied the trial this year 
and were shocked. 

n a 91 freeway off-ramp in 
Orange County in February 
1998, gunmen leaped out of an 
Oldsmobile sedan and mur¬ 
dered Elizabeth Begaren, a 40-year-old 
corrections officer. Anaheim police brought 
Rudy Duran, a prison inmate, to OC J in 
2012 and placed him in a cell next to Cuevas. 




Softening the blows to the govern¬ 
ment’s case, Hardiman—who’d previously 
bragged he didn’t need to take interview 
notes because of his superior memory- 
suffered repeated bouts of memory loss 
on the witness stand. He’d been too busy 
with other work to focus on an attempted 
murder case, he angrily explained. For her 
part, Brako suggested that protecting the 
informants from probing defense lawyers 
trumped the right to a fair trial or, alterna¬ 
tively, advocated that the informants’ his¬ 
tories were irrelevant to defense teams. 

“There was a trial where Mr. Paredes 
still is nowhere in the picture,” Bakari told 
Judge Bob S. Bowers during a sidebar dis¬ 
cussion at the second trial. “They get a hung 
jury, and then he surfaces as a percipient 
witness. All of this smells. It doesn’t pass 
the smell test whatsoever.” 


Stemming from that operation, prosecutors 
won a 2013 conviction against Begaren’s 
husband, Nuzzio, who Duran claimed hired 
him and two other hoodlums for $6,000 to 
execute the hit, aimed at securing proceeds 
from a $1 million life-insurance policy. 

By the time Cuevas and Paredes rolled 
into the OC jail system, their status as 
squealers had paid off. Not only have they 
escaped pending punishments of life in 
prison, but they*ve also received com¬ 
paratively royal treatment while in custody. 
Authorities have worked to conceal the 
benefits, but records obtained by the Weekly 
reveal taxpayers have funded the follow¬ 
ing perks for both men: special housing 
cell with a sofa, cable TV, DVD player and 
DVD movies, PlayStation 3 and games, 
microwave, refrigerator, coffee maker, and

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hot plate; stationary exercise bicycle, dip 
station and weights; $150 weekly grocery- 
bill tab; access to jail kitchen to cook own 
meals; at least $13,000 in cash for relatives; 
cell phones; 30 free telephone calling cards; 
laptop computer; books and magazines; 
radios; generous family visitation rights; free 
private dental services; home-cooked meals; 
frequent access to free jumbo meals from 
Carl’s Jr., Del Taco, Kentucky Fried Chicken, 
McDonald’s and Taco Bell; out-of-custody 
family visits, with transportation provided 
by undercover officers; special laundry 
privileges; and more than $180,000 in tax- 
free cash. Because of his work, Paredes will 
likely join his family in the federal Witness 
Protection Program when he emerges from 
custody in early 2016. Anaheim PD bought 
Cuevas a Bible and a July 2012 birthday 
cake. And, most shockingly, both informants 
have had, according to LASD records, “per¬ 
mission to cover certain cell lights and cer¬ 
tain cameras” in their jail housing units “for 
darkness and privacy.” Officials have denied 
they have permitted female companionship. 

he Begaren case was the first 
time Cuevas worked in OC, but 
prosecutors hid the informant’s 
existence from defense lawyers 
for at least four defendants in the 91 free¬ 


way killing, according to Assistant Public 
Defender Scott Sanders. During eviden¬ 
tiary hearings earlier this year against his 
client, Seal Beach salon massacre shooter 
Scott Dekraai, Sanders exposed numerous

government abuses of informant programs 
inside the county jail. His work won a rul¬ 
ing from Judge Thomas M. Goethals this 
August that prosecutors, deputies and cops 
lied under oath or faked memory loss to 
mask wrongdoing. 

“In view of what was revealed in the 
hearings in People v. Dekraai, it hardly 
seems surprising that evidence obtained 
in the very first [Cuevas] operation con¬ 
ducted in this county appears to have been 
improperly concealed,” Sanders wrote 
in a Sept. 8 letter to prosecutors. “If this 
very serious discovery violation did occur, 
it would not only undermine a murder 
conviction, but [also] call into question 
the credibility of the other prosecutions 


in which these informants were used to 
obtain incriminating statements_Evi¬ 

dence of concealment is critical in deter¬ 
mining whether members of law enforce¬ 
ment actively encouraged or permitted 
coercive conduct by these informants.” 

James Laird, a senior Orange County 
prosecutor, admitted his office seeks to 
keep informants’ identities a secret “as 
long as possible” because of the “safety 
issue” of ex-gangsters working for the 
government. The “logical consequence” of 
these names becoming public, he says, is 
“realistic threats.” 

Though he acknowledges Cuevas and 
Paredes “are known in LA” as gang snitches 
and their names have been in numerous 
public documents for several years, he’s 
gambling there is some sort of protective 
shield keeping Mexican Mafia bosses, who 
control both LA and OC, from realizing the 
duo operating in LA are the same as the one 
working here. 

‘We would hate for this information to 
get into the wrong hands,” Laird said. 

In advance of the publication of this 
article, the Weekly advised the DA’s office 
that, given the informants are named in both 
LA and OC public court files, we would not 
redact their identities. 

Acting on policies espoused by Laird, 
however, prosecutor Madera is still 
refusing in the Calabrese case to tell 
defense lawyers the informants’ names 
and has omitted details of their criminal 
histories and benefits to thwart defense 
investigators from fully learning about 


their backgrounds. This year, she argued 
she should be allowed to keep defense 
lawyers in the dark about Cuevas and 
Paredes’ identities until 24 hours before 
a future trial. She implied the Mexican 
Mafia “might learn of their cooperation 
with law enforcement” if defense teams 
received the names. 

“The safety of potential witnesses 
should be a primary concern of any 
court,” the prosecutor wrote. 

While Madera demands anonymity for 
the already-exposed Cuevas and Paredes, 
distributes incomplete case lists involving 
the informants’ work, and insists there 
have never been credibility issues, a Cali¬ 
fornia Court of Appeals panel has been 
discussing the two informants’ identities 
in public for 86 weeks. 

On July 30, justices Rita Miller, Victoria 
Gerrard Chaney and Jeffrey W. Johnson 
in Los Angeles lambasted the government 
actors in the old Nunez and Guillen case. 
Defense lawyers were “completely deprived” 
of pursuing “their theory that Hardiman 
intentionally procured Paredes’ false testi¬ 
mony when the prosecution was faced with 
retrying the case,” they declared. The appel¬ 
late court reversed the convictions. 

Despite that failure, Cuevas and Pare¬ 
des remain active informants. Their influ¬ 
ence might be felt for years. More than a 
dozen OC criminal cases involving their 
snitching are proceeding to trials, with 
defense teams still in the dark. Nice work 
if you can get it, no?

S ometime in the past decade, develop¬ 
ers in the Southwest built small retail 
islets onto their larger shopping plazas' 
parking lots in an attempt to squeeze as 
much money as possible out of their proper¬ 
ties, damn the aesthetics. There was no 
aspiration to providing good, local shopping 
options to residents—the chain-ier the ten¬ 
ants, the better. Then came the Great Reces¬ 
sion, emptying plazas in the Inland Empire 
and OC. And those tenants who remain are 
eitherthe biggest chains (Subway, Chase 
Bank), nail salons or crappy restaurants 
that last a year before being replaced by an 
even-crappier restaurant in a vicious, subur¬ 
ban self-fulfilling prophecy. 

India Grill seeks to stop that downward 
spiral. It opened this past spring in the parking 
lot of a Costco, replacing a Baja Fresh. The 
dining room dramatically rises above its bland 
neighbors, offering a motif of elephant paint¬ 
ings and sculptures, gorgeous photographs, 
and a Bollywood-lite soundtrack complete 
with the requisite "Jai Ho." Accompanying 
your menu is an impressive beer-and-wine 
list, perfect for the middle-aged Cypress, 

Seal Beach and Los Alamitos residents who 
make up the restaurants core clientele. 

And instead of complimentary naan, you're 
provided with dainty papadum (the tostadas 
of the subcontinent) along with ramekins of 
tamarind and mint chutney. 

The place never seems to have crowds, 
which is odd given its proximity to Artesia, 
center of Indian and Pakistani dining in 
Southern California. But the owners offer a 
menu suited for the mainstream eater and 
desi alike. So alongside the tried-and-true 
tandooris, kormas and biryanis are rarities: 
chunks of tofu masala'd to ghost pepperterri- 
tory, plus an entire list of chau chau, noodles 
from the Himalayan region of the country. The 
malai kofta is fluffy and beautifully cheesy; 
the rice pudding isn'ttoo sweet, staying truer 
to how Indians prefer it. Regardless of entree 
choice, everything is served in portions large 
enough to keep bachelors fed for a week. 

And a special shout-out to the samosas, 
by far the biggest I've seen in OC: as big as a 
baseball, they are served in twos, though they 
fill you up with just one.

From the Earth to Your Lips 

The new Boldo Bol puts its eco-friendly philosophy where your mouth is

# # 1131 s she really going to put all 
■ ■ I that stuff into one bowl?” 

I I thought to myself, eyeing 
the food on the steam tables 
that was not yet part of my meal. There 
were still three kinds of beans that looked 
rather watery, at least six different veg¬ 
etables, three sauces and two meats. Most 
of them, I realized, were going to be piled, 
one after the other, into the same bowl as 
the brown rice I just asked for. How could 
all of that, um, stuff, possibly taste good 
mixed together? And how soggy is that 
rice going to be? 

I was at Boldo Bol, the self-described 
“Earth-to-table” Santa Ana restaurant 
that sources its ingredients from not only 
local farmers, but also school gardens 
and CSAs. On its website, phrases such 
as “nutrient focused,” “ethically con¬ 
cerned” and “community supporting” 
are among its “holistic principles.” But 
I was convinced when I saw the metal 
mixing bowls that were used as serving 
plates that there’s probably no restaurant 
in the whole of OC more eco-friendly, 
more socially responsible, more activist 
than this. Why the bowls? Well, alumi¬ 
num mixing bowls are versatile. They 
don’t break when dropped, they’re easy 
to wash, and they’re all about utility- 
function over form. Since the meal I was 
about to eat was obviously not aiming 
for aesthetics, the bowl was all that was 
needed to contain the food until I shoved 
it in my mouth. 

When I finally scooped up the first 
forkful of my messy amalgam—rice, 
legume, veggie, sauce and meat all layered 
and slopped together as though an unin¬ 


tentional bibimbap—it made me realize 
how silly I was to expect this concoction 
to look a certain way. Presentation seemed 
a frivolous thing to demand when the 
sourcing had already been stripped down 
to cut out the middlemen and the cooking 
was done as simply as possible—boiling, 
roasting, nothing fried. Boldo Bol focuses 
on the essentials: flavor, texture, starch, 
vegetable, protein. And contrary to what I 
feared, those liquidy-looking lentils didn’t 
turn anything in my bowl soggy; rather, 
it moistened everything, lubricating 
the green beans, the herbed carrots, the 
steamed broccoli and the rice. 

The protein I chose—a small filet of 
black cod—was so soft it practically dis¬ 
integrated, soon becoming another flavor 
component in the slurry. And there was 
already a lot of flavor. For saucing, I asked 
for a little bit of all three available. There 
was a light vegetable curry, a homemade 
harissa, and a broth-like seafood gumbo 
with bits of fish meat that could’ve been 
soup. All of this, again, was essentially 
poured over one another. Earlier, I was 
even asked if I wanted some of the home¬ 
made pico de gallo. Sure. Why not? In this 
mosh pit, the more the merrier. And, sur¬ 
prisingly, it all worked. 

At some point during the meal, the 
owner told me, “We don’t use a lot of 
salt,” then offered me a bottle of soy-sauce 
alternative and house-made chile vinegar. 
It wasn’t necessary, but I used a few drops 
anyway. And when my iced tea was ready, 

I was invited to use the communal jar 
of honey on the counter should I opt to 
sweeten the drink. So I did. Never mind 
that the honey clumped into solid balls 


at the bottom of my biodegradable cup. 
Never mind that I was secretly wishing 
for a packet of good ol’ C&H. It seemed 
too much to ask when the restaurant had 
a drying rack of herbs on the wall and a 
framed picture of its featured farmer of 
the day as though she were a deity. 

Besides, I was feeling good after I 
devoured the bowl. My date did, too. Her 
chicken, in strips of snowy white, was 
steeped in a thinned-out harissa, and 
impossible as though it may seem, it actu¬ 
ally did taste free-range and hormone- 
free. Most of all, we agreed that though 
we ate more than we usually eat in one 
sitting, the meal we consumed didn’t 
bring on the usual pangs of calorie-and- 
fat-induced guilt. Was it the power of 
suggestion? Or was it just because nothing 
tasted less than wholesome? 

I would return two more times, eating 
whatever was available, finding that the 
eggplant bartha was notably spicy and the 
only item that’s kind of a chore to eat was 
the Verde Bowl, a salad of greens, dai¬ 
kon, cooked yam and pumpkin seeds in a 
dressing so tart it’s painful. I also learned 
the brown rice was better than the usually 
overcooked white. And it’s wisest to come 
earlier than dinnertime to see the vegeta¬ 
bles at their optimal state. But to come at 
all is to reward one’s karma. Somewhere 
in Berkeley, Michael Pollan is smiling.

O ne of the things I appre¬ 
ciate about the Newport 
Beach outpost of Lemonade 
is the many, many options 
below the $10 mark.

How did you decide on the name? 
Lemonade is so perfectly symbolic of 
Southern California. The simple word 
embodies a sense of light, simplicity 
and playfulness . .. and it explains the 
way I think and cook food, how we 
serve our customers, and the way we 
want to make people feel. While the 
word is nostalgic, it is also modern 
and timeless. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Almost any vegetable! 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Tacos! Taco Rosa and Bear Flag for 
fish tacos! 

What is your best-selling chilled salad 
or side? 

The pineapple chicken, with roasted 
green beans, toasted coconut and 
jerk dressing.

Alien Sandwiches bring great banh mis to downtown 


n all my time living and writing about 
food in Long Beach, there is one culi¬ 
nary truth that holds fast about the 
city’s otherwise-vibrant downtown: a 
good, cheap sandwich is hard to find. Sure, 
you can buy two pieces of bread stuffed with 
meat from a few corporate outposts around 
downtown, but for the most part, you have 
to trek to Rocco’s Italian Deli or make do 
with a premade coffeeshop sammy for your 
quintessential lunchtime meal. The lack of 
variety and quality is an affliction that office 
workers note in their glassdoor.com entries 
and one that residents forced to stand in line 
at the Subway on Pacific Avenue resent with 
all of their hungry, hungry hearts. 

So, when a cursed storefront on the 
ground floor of the Lafayette in the East 
Village Arts District (its last tenants served 
underappreciated Cuban food) recently 
reopened as a space-age-lookingplace 
called Alien Sandwiches, I felt the need to 
enter its otherwise-unappealing front door. 
A cozy coffeeshop interior and simple menu 
board above the walk-up counter indicates 
that despite its name, Alien Sandwiches 
would like you to buy a drink. The first Viet¬ 
namese cafe in downtown offers more than 
35 kinds of smoothies, milk teas and Asian 
coffees, most of which can be upgraded with 
a helping of chewy boba or salmon-roe¬ 
sized popping pearls on the bottom. After 
stopping in at different times of the day for 
some soursop smoothies, sea salt taro tea 
and pistachio-blended coffee (and receiving 
free samples of whatever was lying around 
each time), I finally managed to go at lunch¬ 
time when it was appropriate to order the 
Vietnamese version of a sandwich, banh mi. 

A static price of $4.75 nets you a French 
baguette filled with one of eight common 
Vietnamese proteins. You can order the 
meatball, fried egg or chicken sandwich, 
but the “Deli Cold” combo is the best deal, 
with slices of red-fringed roasted pork and

thin-cut pork roll pressed into the bottom 
of a soft torpedo along with the requisite 
amounts of crunchy pickled carrots, radish, 
cilantro, cucumber and jalepenos. 

As at its cousin locations in San Gabriel, 
Rosemead and Westminster (the same 
family owns the more traditional, bakery- 
oriented Banh Mi Saigon chain), Alien 
Sandwiches offers experiments, with off- 
menu items—including pate chaud and 
shrimp toast—worth checking out, too. A 
chalkboard on the sidewalk announces the 
cafe now has fresh pho—a Southeast Asian 
specialty composed of an umami-filled, fatty 
brown broth spooned from a gurgling crock 
pot stuffed with more than a dozen over¬ 
sized pork bones (ask to try the marrow!). 

I used to think it was hard to find a good 
sandwich in downtown Long Beach, but 
with the opening of Alien Sandwiches, I 
now realize that difficulty was nothing com¬ 
pared to trying to find good pho or banh mi 
here. Thankfully, from its hidden, shaded 
entry on Broadway, this quiet, slightly 
whitewashed (“mz trang,” my Vietnamese 
friend called it), months-old cafe is breaking 
all kinds of culinary boundaries in a part of 
the city not known as an ethnic stronghold. 
Office dwellers and disillusioned residents 
no longer have to suffer through another 
overprocessed turkey avocado from Subway 
to get their sandwich fix when there’s finally 
grilled pork and fresh cilantro waiting for 
them in the East Village.

Cafe, a restaurant located inside the 
Circle K at the corner of Brookhurst 
Street and Talbert Avenue in Foun¬ 
tain Valley. I probably filled up at the Shell 
Station and went inside to pay However I 
landed there, I’m glad I did. 

The counter resembles that of a Subway, 
but that’s where the similarity ends. For 
one thing, instead of quasi-edible foam that 
looks like bread, Kech Cafe uses lavash 
that smells and tastes as though it’s freshly 
baked. Then you enter into negotiation 
with the counter staff, who’ll suggest com¬ 
binations of the vast array of ingredients.

You get to choose whatever you’d like; my 
favorite is tuna with tapenade—a rudi¬ 
mentary salade ni^oise.

Then you 
choose two sides that range from two kinds 
of potato salad to hummus, and your meal 
is now big enough you can save some for 
the inevitable 4 p.m. hunger pangs. 

The best part? That huge plate of fresh 
food costs just $6.49—far cheaper than that 
sandwich chain.

Served in a martini glass and 
topped with a creamy head of foam that kept 
it cold, the drink went down sweet and easy, 
as though it were the alcoholic cousin of a 
Disneyland Dole Whip—probably the best 
cocktail I've had this year. 

The private-room gathering turned out 
splendidly, by the way. Our party ordered 
VIPs with our brunch. The service was top- 
notch, and we tipped generously, which is 
what you do when you're treated like VIPs.

Petty Greatness 

The Drop (and Gandolfini) find new life in lowlifes

T he richly textured, beauti¬ 
fully acted film collaboration 
between Belgian director 
Michael R. Roskam ( Bullhead) 
and novelist-turned-screenwriter Dennis 
Lehane ( Mystic River), The Drop takes 
place in the present, but its heart lies in 
the noirish past of both movies and litera¬ 
ture. In that shadowy realm, tough guys 
are endlessly quotable, and most every¬ 
one—even the hero—is holding tight to a 
terrible secret. Actually, the dark, hooded 
eyes of The Drop’s Bob Saginowski (Tom 
Hardy) might not be hiding a secret; he 
may just be lonely. Hard to say. Either way, 
he looks awfully sad. Imagine Rocky Bal¬ 
boa, if he had never met Adrian. 

Bob lives alone in his dead mother’s 
house, attends Mass at Saint Dominic’s 
in the afternoon and tends bar at night at 
Cousin Marv’s, the Brooklyn dive owned 
by his actual cousin Marv (the late James 
Gandolfini). As the neighborhood loan 
shark, Marv once ruled his narrow stretch 
of the world, only to have his power 
snatched from under him by gangsters 
who came from nowhere—well, Chech¬ 
nya—and took over. In the parlance of the 
neighborhood, Marv “blinked.” 

“Fucking Chechnyans,” Marv com¬ 


plains, practically spitting. 

“They’re Chechens, not Chechnyans,” 
Bob replies, but it’s no use. Marv isn’t a 
man who corrects himself, which makes 
him as dangerous as ever. 

The Drop has its fair share of thieves, 
thugs and sudden violence, but its driving 
force, it could be said, is a dog. A pit-bull 
puppy, to be exact, beaten and bloody but 
adorable, that Bob rescues from a trash 
can on his way home from work. The 
can belongs to Nadia (Noomi Rapace), a 
waitress who looks a bit battered herself 
and who may know more than she’s tell¬ 
ing about how that mutt wound up tossed 
out. “I don’t know what to do,” Bob tells 
her, as he prepares to drive away with the 
dog. “I don’t know anything.” Reluctantly, 
the tense, guarded Nadia agrees to teach 
Bob how to care for (and love) another 
living creature. 

A dog (who eventually gets a most 
excellent name) and a potential girlfriend 
in one fell swoop: For a churchgoing loner 
such as Bob, this is just shy of miraculous. 
But this being Brooklyn noir, good news 
must be balanced with bad. A few nights 
later, two wiry, nervous men hold up the 
bar. It wasn’t a “drop” night—it’s Marv’s 
five grand they steal—but the obscenely

confident Chechen kingpin, Chovka 
(Michael Aronov), expects Marv and, by 
extension, Bob to find the culprits and 
get back the money. If they do, the bar 
could become the drop spot for Super 
Bowl Sunday, an honor Marv desperately 
desires, both for his small percentage of 
the cut and for the bragging rights to once 
again being a major player. 

The Belgian Roskam, making only his 
second feature film, his first in English, 
displays remarkable assurance, with both 
the actors and the film’s very American 
setting. He creates an escalating sense 
of dread, tinged with Lehane’s brand of 
mordant humor. Beware guys with wrist- 
watches stuck at 6:15 and violently rock¬ 
ing unmarked vans. Or friends who are a 
bit too adept at getting rid of body parts. 
Men who are perpetually open to the 


possibility of violence can be surprisingly 
funny (in movies, anyway), so there’s this, 
when Marv is offering a ride to a local 
who’s reluctant to get in the car: “What?” 
Marv asks. “You think I got the trunk 
lined with plastic?” 

In print, that line sounds like pure Tony 
Soprano, but one of the many triumphs 
of Gandolfini’s final performance is that 
we experience him, in each and every 
moment, as Cousin Marv. Tony is long 
gone, and if audiences (and critics) com¬ 
pare Marv to Tony, well, that’s our foolish¬ 
ness, not the actor’s. Lehane has written 
a powerhouse scene near the end of The 
Drop, when Marv explains his embittered 
worldview to Bob, whose own belief sys¬ 
tem has changed over the course of the 
movie. Not Marv. He’s sitting in his living 
room, in his Barcalounger, and is literally 
and figuratively dug in deep. 

It’s a short scene, but Gandolfini is 
working from a place so potent it feels 
afterward as if he has delivered a lengthy 
monologue. That scene—and this per¬ 
formance-might bring him posthumous 
awards, and that would be nice, but Gan¬ 
dolfini would surely be happier in the 
knowledge that Marv is going to live on 
long past awards season and long past the 
theatrical run of The Drop. Great actors live 
on in the movies, but they also live on in us.

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OPENING 

DOLPHIN TALE 2 Even the most inspiration- 
averse will have eyes as moist as blowholes 
by the end credits of Dolphin Tale 2, a good- 
hearted kids' drama whose earnestness 
and surprising moral complexity put other 
sunny-weepy sea-mammal flicks to shame. 
Winter, the dolphin with the prosthetic tail, 
once again plays herself. Like Burt Reynolds 
in Smokeyand the Bandit II, she's tasked 
with doing the same things she did in the 
first movie—while also spending a lot of the 
sequel too depressed to get back into the 
game. Winter slumps in her pool, refusing 
to swim, even swiping at Sawyer (Nathan 
Gamble), the boy who loves her. Winter's 
malaise settles in once a dolphin pal of 
hers dies. (Writer-director Charles Martin 
Smith handles the upsetting scenes with 
matter-of-fact tastefulness.) Since they're 
profoundly social animals, dolphins in 
captivity need to be paired. Since it's cruel 
to keep a dolphin captive, and there are few 
wounded dolphins around, the aquarium 
staff faces tough choices that make for 
interesting drama. By the time Winter 
needs a friend, a rescued dolphin named 
Mandy is healthy enough for release—and 
young Hazel (Cozi Zuehlsdorff), whose 
family runs the aquarium, campaigns hard 
to pair up Mandy and Winter anyway. She 
loves Winter so much that she's willing to 
sacrifice Mandy's freedom. Smith structures 
his story so that it's Hazel herself who 
discovers she's wrong—that wild animals 
aren't pets. (Both kids are strong, natural¬ 
istic performers, but Zuehlsdorff, a ginger 
cut-up with smile enough for two, gets the 
best scenes.) Occasionally, Winter and the 
kids glide about together in glorious swim- 
dance, but the movie's heart and energy lie 
in the much more moving scenes of animal 
rescue—and animal release. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide.

ONGOING 

AS ABOVE, SO BELOW As Above, So 
Below is sometimes creepy but mostly 
silly, which is too bad because the film's 
cramped subterranean setting is inherently 
unnerving. Fearless, beautiful Scarlett 
(Perdita Weeks) is an English archaeologist 
desperate to fulfill her late father's dream 
of finding an ancient stone which is said to 
grant eternal life. Convinced that the stone 
rests in the vast catacombs that lie beneath 
Paris, Scarlett persuades her brainiac for¬ 
mer beau (Ben Feldman) to help her, along 
with a wily young guide (Frangois Civil) 
and his two friends, who don't do much 
except up the film's body count. Writer- 
director John Erick Dowdle ( Quarantine ) 
and his brother, co-writer Drew Dowdle, 
are old-school—they still believe in the 
found-footage genre. Scarlett and company, 
which includes Benji the documentarian 
(Edwin Hodge), have cameras clipped to 
their headlamps, and when they twist and 
turn in panic—which is often—the action 
becomes an indecipherable blur. The 
talented cast works wonders with material 
that's a confusing hybrid of The Descent 
and The DaVinci Code (hieroglyphs abound). 
As Above, So Below features a gate to Hell 
and darting demons, but its most memorably 
weird moment is a sound effect younger 
viewers may barely recognize—the long, 
persistent ring of a rotary phone. (R) Chuck 
Wilson. Countywide. 

THE IDENTICAL The Identical\s Elvis slash 
fiction that could have been written by a 
spinster church organist. Its premise is 


intriguing: What if Jesse Presley, Elvis' twin 
brother who was stillborn at birth, was in 
fact secretly given to a traveling minister 
(Ray Liotta)? What happens next is shock¬ 
ing only in its banality. The adopted child 
(Noah Urrea in his youth, Blake Rayne as 
an adult) grows up to be a very nice boy. 
Somebody give this movie a peanut butter 
and bacon sandwich. Of course, director 
Dustin Marcellino can't come out and say 
The IdenticaTis about The King. Here, the 
rocker has been redubbed Drexel Hemsley. 
He's called The Dream rather than The 
King, which is still cooler than his long lost 
brother, whom Liotta's preacher man chris¬ 
tens Ryan. That's where the feint ends. In 
real life star Blake Rayne is a professional 
Elvis impersonator in Nashville. Rayne fits 
the film, which is itself a cardboard cutout 
of a movie. All the rough edges of Elvis' life 
have been smoothed, but there's plenty of 
religion. Instead of making Rayne suffer a 
tricky double role, the film shoves Drexel in 


the background. This is Ryan's story, and 
Ryan is boring. He and his drummer Dino 
(Seth Green) play a handful of shows and 
then notice that his doppelganger Drexel 
is burning up the charts. They look alike, 
sound alike, and both sing songs about 
boogie-woogie. Nothing much happens, 
other than that. The script is credited to 
Howard Klausner (Space Cowboys ) but 
there's a more powerful narrator calling 
the shots: God. But, frankly, God makes a 
terrible screenwriter. (PG) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

THE NOVEMBER MAN Here's what an 
R rating gets you these days: a few splat- 
tery headshots, some glimpses of cable 
TV-style background nudity, a couple kids 
and families popped by assassins, a brace 
of fucks, in dialogue, and one un-bracing 
fuck, in bed, mostly clothed. During its 
longueurs, this engagingly grim spy-versus- 
spymasters time-passer offers the chance 
to contemplate what an R-rated spy thriller 


even means anymore: Why is the violence 
here, which looks miserably messy, less 
appropriate to children than that of The 
Expendables 3, which looks like a jolly good 
lark? Not that the grimness is always edify¬ 
ing. The antiheroic hit-man spy played by 
Pierce Brosnan grinds through his world 
like an FPS video-game badass, dropping 
everyone his gun ever points at. Since the 
movie's going all-in on such fantasy, I have 
to ask: Why include the flashback backstory 
of a Russian general popping the heroine's 
parents and siblings and then raping her for 
most of her teen years? The November Man 
isn't exposing atrocities; it's using them as 
justification for the usual heroics. Still, as far 


as escapist fluff laced with totally unneces¬ 
sary real-world horror goes, The November 
Man isn't wretched. You can follow the 
action, mostly, and much of it's street-level 
brutal. I liked the moments where some wily 
character, chased by the less wily, turns a 
corner, grabs a shovel or something, and 
then cold-cocks the sprinting pursuer. As 
always, there's still too many scenes of 
spies looking at the computers and tracking 
each other, or spies typing in passwords 
and waiting for access, but they're almost 
made up for by the memorable old-school 
stuntwork: Mooks get chucked over balco¬ 
nies and seem to fall into actual physical 
space. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide.

Orange Coast College mixes minimalism and tribute in their latest offerings

A Los Angeles gallery owner 
devoted to Minimalism. A 
beloved teacher and artist who 
died of ovarian cancer in 2013. 
The two women honored at the Frank M. 
Doyle Arts Pavilion for the next month 
couldn’t be more different, the exhibitions 
bearing their names a tender blend of the 
cerebral and the emotive. But the well- 
considered pairing of the two is a welcome 
combination that adds up to one of the fin¬ 
est dual exhibitions I’ve recently seen. 

Art dealer Kiyo Higashi became a fan of 
Reductivist art after meeting artist Larry 
Bell. Bowled over by the Zen qualities of 
his work, she let him design what would 
eventually become her gallery on Melrose, 
their ensuing friendship leading him to ask 
her if she’d represent his work. Higashi 
had never sold art before that request, but 
the world Bell opened up inside her made 
it easy to talk with potential clients, and 
she said yes. The 15 artists represented in 
Orange Coast College’s (OCC) “Distilled 
Essence: Selected Artwork From the Kiyo 
Higashi Gallery” were all featured in her 
exhibitions; this low-key show, curated by 
Leland Means, serves as an easy introduc¬ 
tion to those heavy hitters and provides a 
sturdy primer for the uninitiated to a dif¬ 
ficult movement. 

The intentional limitations of Minimal¬ 
ism—precise lines, monochromatic colors, 
obsessive specificity of brush strokes—cre¬ 
ate a certain visual uniformity (it’s more 
about aesthetic than image), but several 
pieces made me think in pictures, regard¬ 
less. I appreciated the candy-striped jail 
cells of Penelope Krebs’ oil works. Roy 
Thurston’s 94-5 LEtR feels like the blackest 
of sunlight in a dark forest, its subliminal 
rays “shining” from above on one canvas 
and from below on the other. Max Cole’s 
untitled 1997 ink on paper is easy to miss if

you’re not paying attention: placed behind 
a small piece of acrylic, the white sheet 
almost disappears on the white wall. The 
12 lines dissecting the page contain hun¬ 
dreds of overlapping hash marks, darkening 
the lines and creating grades of black and 
white, bringingto mind immobile black fig¬ 
ures on a slave ship. John Swanger’s acrylic- 
and-other-media canvas, Pink Distance, 
resembles a bacteria cluster on a petri dish 
or appears as though someone spilled the 
contents of a hole punch on a counter top. 

In the lobby, Guy Williams’ cork sculp¬ 
ture Asia 16 has layers of the soft bark laid 
out as if they’re a geological cross-section. 
Because Minimalism is inherently contem¬ 
plative by nature, this isn’t short-attention- 
span day at the gallery, so prepare to spend 
some quiet time with each piece. Up close, 



peering at details, or back a few steps, look¬ 
ing at the big picture, the time spent is its 
own reward. 

If you’re looking for a heart twist with 
your brain massage, walk into the smaller 
gallery, where late sculptor Julia Klemek 
gets a retrospective in “Julia Klemek, Artist: 
Tribute.” A teacher at OCC for more than 
20 years, her finely crafted work is curated 
with love by Tom Dowling and Patrick 
Sparkuhl. There are graceful, affectionate 
sketches of dogs and flowers, some in black 
and white, others color. Open notebooks 
sit under glass filled with more flowers and 
figurative drawings, scale models of leaves 
and eucalyptus seed pods, a photo of the 
artist sitting among her finished creations. 
The nude sculptures, at rest or attention, 
are jagged bodies, rippling, Klemek refusing 



to smooth out the rough edges of her work, 
so that the rocky roughness trembles with 
energy, a palpable life yanked breathing out 
of static clay. 

Her work is also deliciously macabre: 
black crows with beady white eyes perch 
on shelves near the security cameras; an 
oversized wishbone, broken; a fat nude man 
lies on his side, feet kicking in death throes, 
a single bite in the shiny red apple he holds 
in his outstretched hand. That connection 
with cessation continues in her nature 
studies: Hung on the wall in a pattern sug¬ 
gesting they’re falling from a tree, Klemek’s 
dried leaves curl up like claws, vainly grasp¬ 
ing at life. And the more abstract pieces feel 
very much at one with the rest of her work: 
2008’s Sentinels are deformed, vaginal trees 
growing up and out from perfect circles 
of broken stone on the floor, one tree’s 
branch-cum-roots stiff, ropey limbs curled 
in on themselves, the other a mass of whirl¬ 
ing, swirling knots; Clay Box Forms (1980) 
resembles the recently uncovered vertebrae 
of a long-dead dinosaur. 

The mournful subtext adds a poignancy 
for those of us who didn’t know Klemek, 
with even the simplest of pieces a totem: 

An unidentified grouping of painted stones 
on the floor suggest the pebbles left on 
Jewish gravestones, and a vase resembling 
a tree trunk at the front entrance, full of 
flowers, becomes more funeral arrange¬ 
ment than sculpture.

F or people distrustful of new tech¬ 
nology, the Tile app may feel a bit 
Orwellian. You can put an insignificant 
and unnoticeable chip on something to 
track its location?! Yes, and welcome to 
the future. For now, its only a harmless 
way to find your keys. While a handful 
of companies have already solved that 
problem (clapping key finder! Duh!), 

Tile's approach is sleeker, more universal 
and harnesses the power of our obses¬ 
sion with tapping away on phones. 

Tile is a little, white square with 
rounded edges and a hole for looping 
through a key ring. It also comes with 
peel-away adhesive so you can attach 
it to just about anything you fear los¬ 
ing—your computer, bike, mind, etc. 
Locating the missing object works like 
the Hot and Cold game: using Bluetooth, 
the app registers where the physical 
file is within its range (up to 100 feet), 
and the bars spike up the closer you 
get. When your phone is right next to it, 
file rings out a little melody. The square 
actually resembles something Apple 
would design—fitting, considering it's 
only for iOS7. 

file also enlists other apps to help 
find your stuff. If your purse is lost, file 
puts other file users' phones on high 
alert. When your file comes within the 
Bluetooth range of another phone, it will 
discreetly alert that person and send you 
the file's location pinpointed on a map. 

The one downfall is that our most 
important—and often most lost—item, 
cell phones, can't be tracked. But 
the company is developing a way for 
people to share Tiles, so if you lose your 
phone, your partner can track it on his 
or hers. In the meantime... have you 
seen my wallet?

Offbeat Artistry 

Allen Moon’s Santa Ana Sites series treats us to some cerebral spontaneity

I n the mind of an artist, drab routines 
are meant to be interrupted. That 
includes the typical concertgo¬ 
ing experience. Instead of buying 
a ticket to some stuffy club or a theater 
you ? ve been to a thousand times, what if 
you caught a classic ensemble booming 
in the echoey marble foyer of SanTana’s 
Santora Building? Or how about an avant- 
garde sound manipulator hypnotizing 
you with swells of celestial white noise 
on an underground racquetball court? 

The Santa Ana Sites (SAS) series, the 
brainchild of artistic director Allen Moon, 
combines challenging, eclectic sounds 
with makeshift venues in unlikely places 
for people who like their entertainment 
spontaneous, inspired and cerebral. 

The next installment, Saturday's 
“Santa Ana Sites: Maya Beiser—Uncov¬ 
ered,” will take over Logan Creative, a 
20,000-square-foot artists’ complex that 
originally operated as a spiral-staircase 
factory. Amidst an open house by Logan 
Creative’s resident artists and artisans, 
cello ingenue Maya Beiser plans to 
include what she describes as “uncovers” 
of staple rock songs from the likes of Jimi 
Hendrix, Janis Joplin and Nirvana. 

“[The series is] set up to be mobile, 
quick-reacting and as lithe as possible,” 
Moon says. “The artistic agenda doesn't 
need to flirt with the social and cultural 
politics, but it certainly can if the proper 
project comes along.” 


Moon—who serves on various art com¬ 
mittees, including the CSU Summer Arts 
Advisory Board and the International 
Society for the Performing Arts—has 
a background as an artist and a tour 
manager, so the series was a natural 
combination of ideas for him. But getting 
Santa Ana Sites off the ground was a col¬ 
laborative effort, fueled by support and 
development from John Spiak, director 
and chief curator of Santa Ana's Grand 
Central Arts Center, which partnered 
with SAS for four events. Moon says that 
the union was integral to the series' early 
stages. The success of previous events 
was enough to snag the talents of Beiser, 
whose new album, Uncovered, can be 
described as a collection of emotional 
reinterpretations that rival the effect of 
the originals. 

Beiser’s physical, magnetic perfor¬ 
mances, which also incorporate loop¬ 
ing equipment, turn classical music on 
its head while making a strong case for 
the cello in the world of rock & roll. In a 
setting such as Logan Creative, Beiser's 
show promises to be electric. “The idea of 
performing in this repurposed stairway 
factory is really exciting,” Beiser says. 

“I've dedicated my career to reinventing 
the way the cello as a classical instrument 
is viewed, so the idea of reinventing the 
traditional performance space goes along 
with that.” 

The moment he stepped into Logan 


Creative, Moon says, he knew it was 
ideal for SAS. Not only did he find the 
industrial vibe appealing, but also the 
general enormity of the space com¬ 
pelled him to fill it with sound. Add in 
the patchwork of professional screen 
printers, sculptors, graphic artists and 
painters, and the choice to partner with 
them for an event was obvious, he says. 
“[Moon's] energy is terrific,” Logan 
Creative owner Jack Jakosky says. 
“There's absolutely no shortage of cre¬ 
ative thought. He’s immersed into [the 
series], taking compelling performing 
art and placing it in these nontraditional 
venues. This one is clearly out of the box 
and adds a different element to perform¬ 
ing art.” 

Jakosky's description of Moon’s genius 
is pretty accurate. The series’ fourth 
installment, “Santa Ana Sites: wild Up at 
the Santora,” presented waves of enter¬ 
tainment from vocalist Lisa Bielawa and 
the LA-based music ensemble, wild Up. 
The experience began with a reception 
at Grand Central Arts Center and ended 
with what Moon refers to as a “music 
scavenger hunt.” Attendees darted from 
room to room in the Santora Building, 
searching for various classical per¬ 
formances that ranged from timeless 
arrangements to contemporary works by 
Katy Perry. 

The event titled “Santa Ana Sites: Steve 
Roden” guided attendees from an art 


salon, through a tunnel and into an under¬ 
ground racquetball court, where sound 
artist Steve Roden performed. It initially 
competed with sounds from a live cumbia 
band in a nearby space, but Moon says the 
beauty of an event such as this lies in the 
unknown. Roden gracefully utilized the 
outside musical components to the advan¬ 
tage of his performance and, according to 
Moon, lead listeners on an intensely satis¬ 
fying musical journey. 

While the series continues to gain 
momentum, Moon says it's an idea that 
people will have to nourish. 

“What’s challenging both in my per¬ 
sonal and professional life is proving or 
opening up people's eyes to the value of 
the arts. It's something that people have 
to invest in and cultivate, not just pick 
the fruit off the tree without watering 
the plant,” Moon says. “Without support 
or partnerships, Santa Ana Sites will be 
inviting people over to my apartment to 
watch Netflix. That just doesn’t sound 
very interesting.”

Alt-Folk Fish Stories 

Chuck Ragan goes a long way to chase down a good 

song—and a big bass

A fter a hiatus in 2005, the former gui¬ 
tar-wielding front man of post-punk 
outfit Hot Water Music embarked on a 
path into rugged folk-rock. And nine years 
later, Chuck Ragan’s latest album, Till 
Midnight, is the 39-year-old’s most lyri¬ 
cally compelling, well-rounded effort yet. 
The emotion and continuity on Till Mid¬ 
night arguably stem from a preproduction 
session at Ragan’s home, where his band, 
the Camaraderie, made time to gel into a 
solid unit. Though Wednesday’s show will 
be a stripped-down solo performance, 
there’s no doubt the alt-folk troubadour 
will bring the collaborative fruits of Till 
Midnight to the Coach House stage. 

OC WEEKLY; This year marks the 20th 
anniversary of Hot Water Music? 

CHUCK RAGAN: That’s right. It’s crazy 
to say it out loud; 20 years is a long time 
to be doing anything.... We have a lot of 
friends and longtime supporters coming 
out of the woodwork that we haven’t seen 
in years. 

Considering your new album has a slew of 
guest spots, I can’t help but wonder if it was 
a harmonious experience or if it was more 
like herding cats? 

Harmonious, for sure. Ben Nichols [of 
Lucero] was in town on a whim, and he 
stopped in unannounced to say hello and 
ended up being on the record. Dave Hause 
was playing down the street while we 
were recording and popped over, and we 
caught Jenny O. the day before she moved 
to Nashville. That’s just kind of how 
things took place. Everything was sponta¬ 
neous and organic. I love when it happens 
that way, when it’s not contrived.... We 
actually had a short preproduction period 
in my neck of the woods. I flew all of the 
guys out to Northern California, and we 
spent a little more than a week hanging 
out. I’d wake them up really early, and 


we’d go fishing, then come back and start 
plugging away on some songs. 

It’s hard for me to imagine a boatful of 
musicians fishing at the crack of dawn. 
Anybody end up hooked or leave with a 
good fish story? 

Oh, man, yes! Tons of stories. One morn¬ 
ing, [steel pedal player] Todd Beene caught 
a real nice bass. We were fishing by this big 
submerged tree, and the fish got tangled up 
4 or 5 feet under water. It was Todd’s first 
fish on this lake, and as soon as he hooked 
it, we were all like, “We can’t lose this 
fish!” I ended up grabbing a mask, jumping 
in and swimming down to untangle it. 

You jumped out of the boat? 

We couldn’t lose this one! I had finally 
started to lead him out of the tree and 
guide him out, but it ended up shaking 
loose. I made it up for air, so it all ended 
well_That week was something spe¬ 

cial. I believe these stories that we build 
together, these energies and feelings, all 
seep into what you’re creating and come 
out in the songs. 

You seem to be thriving so much with your 
various collaborators and band mates right 
now, but your upcoming tour is solo? 

It’s a different animal when I’m playing 
solo. It’s still an intimidating thing for 
me to stand up onstage and perform with 
just me and my guitar. There’s no place to 
hide. I think it’s a healthy thing, though, 
to step out of your box and do something 
that makes you nervous. It keeps you from 
getting too comfortable.

L et's Drive to Alaska compose the type of 
music you might hear soundtracking an 
indie documentary. Its well-suited to stimulate 
the right brain into creative mode, and about 
as post-rock as it comes. In their most frenetic 
moments—on songs such as "Past Lives" and 
"Setjaski," for instance—Alaska share space 
with the Benevento-Russo Duo. Mellower 
moments find them on Notwists turf, with arpeg- 
giated analog synth fluttering against syncopated 
snare rudiments, as heard on "Lower Moon." 

The man behind these sounds is Chris Garcia, 
a 26-year-old, Whittier-bred artist who composes 
and records the tunes mostly by himself, save the 
drumming, which is provided by Fullerton's Pat¬ 
rick Haag (also of Mississippi Man), with whom 
Garcia has worked for about five years. The band 
have taken on several manifestations; up until the 
earlier part of this year, they were a quartet, with 
Chris Holguin of Mount Messiah playing gadget 
table and Marisa Kirtland adding violin and cello. 

As a duo, Garcia plays a combination of keys, 
effects and loops, while Haag is on live drums, 
percussion and digital noise. Both are adept on 
multiple instruments, a quality that dates back to 
Garcia's earliest days of musicianship, when he 
played woodwinds, piano and percussion in jazz 
band at La Serna High School. And that's really 
where Alaska started, around 2005, during Gar¬ 
cia's sophomore year, on his laptop. 

"Itwas cool because arts and music were 
prized and supported, and itwas cool to be in a 
band," Garcia recalls. "We have a great scene 
[that grew out of Whittier], with bands such as 
Plague Vendor, Gloom Folks, Nineteen Eighty 
Four and the Littlest Viking. It's like a family." 


Garcia's other post is in the OC beat scene 
as a member of the Grn+Gold Collective, which 
came together during his Commonwealth Lounge 
residency. "I remember when G-Wrecks and I 
were talking about throwing a show, and he was 
telling me about the Wizards Den," Garcia says. 

"I knew Keith [Alvarez, a.k.a. Kalva Won] through 
his prior project called Small Village; I introduced 
him to G-Wrecks, and I guess the rest is history." 

As far as his own influences, Garcia came to 
this sound by way of Midwest indie-pop groups 
on the Jade Tree record label. "They had a lot of 
my favorite bands including Jets to Brazil, Joan 
of Arc and Cap'N Jazz," Garcia says. "I still am a 
huge Joan of Arc fan." 

Garcia's earliest compositions were electro 
tunes akin to Postal Service and Lali Puna, but 
shortly after high school, the post-rock bug bit 
hard. "I rememberthis one Christmas, my friend 
Ruben [Cortez of the Littlest Viking] gave me a 
combo recommendation of the Album Leaf's In a 
Safe Place and Tristeza's Spine and Sensory, and 
thatwas definitely a game changerfor me," he 
says. "I started writing music without lyrics and 
focusing on compositions and emotion through 
melody and textures." 

Stylistically, it's coming full circle for Alaska— 
no surprise given the fluid evolution of the band's 
lineup and openness to collaborations and 
remixes. "We are starting to venture more into 
the concept of lyrics and vocal harmonies," Gar¬ 
cia says. "It's been a gradual thing, but I think we 
are ready to see where it goes."
